KNIT KNACKS 


DEAR JUDY: I've just 


completed a series of strips 
for an afghan. My problem 
is to knit them. Each strip 
is a different color, and I 
want to avoid showing the 
yarn used in joining. Can 
you help?—R. L. 


DEAR R. L.: Your best 


bet is a means of joining 
called invisible weaving. Be- 
lieve me, it lives up to the 
name. 


Here's how to do it. Place 


two pieces which are to be 
joined right side up and side 
by side. The edges should 
touch, but just barely. The 
weavine is done with a blunt 
t a p e s t r y needle, and the 
yarn—if thick—should be 
separated so that you are 
working with a fine strand. 


Begin w e a v i n g on the 


piece placed to the right, in- 
serting the tapestry needle 
through the center of the 
first knitted stitch. Draw the 
yarn through the stitch just 
below it. After you finish the 
first stitches, repeat—but 
pass under 
two rows of 


stitches, 
alternating 
from 


side to side. 


The yarn should be pulled 


somewhat firmly for the in- 
visibility that you need.—

Unfair To Singles 


E 


ver since it first began levy- 
ing the individual Income 
tax, the federal government 


has applied the bite unfairly to 
single 
taxpayers. Now, after 


more than half a century, Con- 
gress appears to be on the verge 
of partly remedying this inequi- 
ty. 


But only in part. The Senate 


Finance Cnmmittee has approved 
a plan to grant tax reductions 
to about six million single tax- 
payers, plus another two million 
single, widowed, or divorced per- 
sons with dependents. 


The Senate version of the tax 


relief measure is somewhat less 
generous than the bill the House 
has passed, but the difference is 
not great. If the Senate version 
becomes law it will mean that 
none of the six million taxpayers 
in the single category will have to 
pay over 20 per cent more in 
federal income taxes thana mar- 
ried couple with the same in- 
come. 


This would certainly be an im- 


provement 
over 
the current 


rates. As it is, single persons 
can pay as much as 40 per cent 
more than married couples with 
the same income. But Congress 
should go all the way and apply 
the same tax rates to everybody. 
It is unjust and shortsighted to 
sock the single taxpayer for the 
benefit of the married. 


Practically all of the 
rea- 


sons 
for 
favoring 
married 


couples at the expense of the 
single have long since been in- 
valid, at least from the stand- 
point of assuring the continu- 
ity of the human race. Over- 
population, not underpopulation, 
is threatening the world today.

Insatiable 


Ever wonder why watering the 


grass or plants on the lawn 
never seems to have the de- 
sired result? Some blame it on 
water chlorination. But hydrolo- 
gists of the U.S. Geological Sur- 
vey may have put their finger on 
the real reason: Not enough wat- 
er. 


According to the hydrologists, 


when an inch of rain falls, that's 
27,154 gallons spread over an 
acre of ground. This figures 
out to G,788 gallons per one- 
quarter acre lot. 


One-tenth of an inch of rain, 


sometimes referred to by the 
weatherman as a trace, would 
deposit 678 gallons on a quart- 
er acre. A lawn sprinkler would 
require hours, operating at a 
dozen locations, to match that. 
—Shreveport (La.) Journal.

President

Over Budget

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sunny 


California will have to wait a 
few days while President Nixon 
remains in snowy Washington to 
consider the kind of post-Christ- 
mas problem worrying many 
other Americans—the budget. 


The President had planned to 


leave this afternoon for San Cle- 
mente, Calif., but Nixon decided 
Thursday he would stay at the 
White House to work on the fed- 
eral budget he must submit to 
Congress next year. 


He has put off his California 


trip until next week, probably 
Tuesday. The chief executive, 
Mrs. Nixon and their daughter 
Tricia are expected to spend 
about two weeks at their ocean- 
front home. 


After working Christmas Eve 


and part of Christmas Day on 
the new budget, Nixon switched 
his holiday vacation plans so he 
would remain in Washington to 
have further conferences with 
his economic advisers. 


Work on the budget was de- 


layed by late congressional ac- 
tion on appropriations bills for 
the current fiscal year- some of 
which are still unsettled, 


White House press secretary 


Ronald L. Ziegler said thePres- 
ident also will spend some time 
over the weekend studying the 
massive tax reduction and re- 
form bill passed by Congress. 
There has been no official word 
from 
Nixon whether he would 


sign the measure 
which also 


boosts Social Security benefits 
by 15 per cent effective next 
Thursday. 


The President is expected to 


work on his State of the Union 
message during his California 
vacation.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Mint is forging ahead with its 
production of scarce silver half- 
dollars despite a Treasury De- 
partment desire to make them 
of a copper-nickel sandwich In 
order to preserve the nation's 
dwindling silver supply. 


The Denver Mint-the only 


one producinghalf-d o 11 a r s— 
stamped $18.65 million of the 50- 
cent pieces during November, 
Roy S. Cahoon, the Treasury 
Department Agency's coin man- 
agement chief, said in an Inter- 
view. 


This is almost 20 per cent of 


the $100 million ceiling set by. 
law and, 
Cahoon said, isn't 


nearly enough to go around. 


Although It's not possible to 


judge how many of the 1.26 bil- 
lion 
Kennedy 
halves minted 


since 1964 are still in circula- 
tion, Cahoon said, "we do know 
they're not circulating as they 
should in daily commerce." 


The Mint judges a coins' cir- 


culation by the number returned 
to Federal Reserve regional 
banks by commercial banks in 
their areas.

Now, Cahoon said, th'e reserve 


banks "have no inventory." 


One problem causing the lim- 


ited circulation, Mint officials 
believe, is the notion that the 
silver in the coins may one day 
be worth more than 50 cents, 
making it profitable to hold 
them now in the hope of selling 
them for their silver content lat- 
er. 


But the silver in one half-dol- 


lar, at the latest prices of about 
$1.75 an ounce, is worth some- 
thing less than 26 cents, mean- 
ing the price would have to dou- 
ble before the metal in a half- 
dollar will be worth more than 
its face value. 


Cahoon said the Mint put on 


the big production push in No- 
vember because "we try to get 
as many out to the banks before 
the Christmas holidays as we 
can." 


But the half-dollar finds its 


way into shoppers' pockets only 
rarely, partially because of the 
few minted—compared, say, to 
the 488 million pennies struck 
during November— and partially 
because of the hoarding. 


If Treasury gets permission 


from Congress to make nonsil- 
ver halves— the matter is stuck 
in the Senate— the shortage may 
be a thing of the past.

phia Mint is gearing up to make
